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SUMMARY 


1. The total population of Leake, Neshoba, Newton, Scott and 
Winston counties, which comprise this district, war 113»603* according 
to the preliminary census of 1950. This represents a decrease since 

1 oj lO of o,IlOO. The total urban population (four centers) was 13*500, 
or 11 . 9 $ the total. According to the 10 !lO census the Negro popula¬ 
tion was 35.2? of the total population. The total assessed valuation 
of the counties in this district is A 33*006,006. 

2. In 19t 1.0-50 there were till high school graduates in the dis¬ 
trict. Of those, 35'3 continued In a school of some type; 102, or 5l5, 
came to East Central Junior College. Besides having students from 
these five counties, we have them from 20 other Mississippi counties 
and from 11 states. The veteran enrollment accounts for the large 
number of students over 25 years of age. 

3. In general, the average of our students is below the national 
■average, as determined by the ACE Psychological examination. This is 
not an IQ, test. The grades are in percentiles. As a result of the 
ACE co-operative English test, students with high grades are enrolled 
in English classes which meet three days a week, while those of low 
grades meet classes five days a week. 

It.. Of the total of 'iQl students who indicated that they planned 
to graduate from East Central Junior College, 25' planned to attend a 
1-year college or university; pL wore undecided; and the educational 
intentions of 32 were unknown. 

5. Of r 12 students who declared their occupational intentions, 
l ( i_5, or 20 •, raid they were going Into professional, technical, or 
managerial work. (The greater part of those were going into the 
teaching profession.) Of the 512, there wore 30 who said that they 
did not know what they wanted to do. 

6. More than 50 i of our high school graduates of 1 q!i 9-5Q con¬ 
tinued in college, all but one in East Central Junior College. Approx— 


ir- high school graduates of lotQ-50 con¬ 
tinued in college, all bvt one in East Central Junior College. Approx¬ 
imately 2/3 (79 of 122) of our college graduates of that year went to 

U-year -colleges. 

7. The main reasons for withdrawals art transfer to other col¬ 
leges. This la due primarily to the accelerated program. Many atu- 
dents attend both summer and winter. They frequently find themselves 
lacking only a few hours at the end of a semester and transfer to 
another college without graduating here. 

8. Tho occupational status of adults shown in the tablo includes 
both father and mother. The total numoer of adults, 10;1, represents 












approximately 550 families. There were 3-20 students from homes where 

xf ' 

the father or the mother was a farmer or farm manager. Approximately 
c ',5i> of our students come from homes of farm families; approximately 8# 
from the proprietor-managers and officials group; and around 6' to 8' 
from professional and semi-professional groups. 

9. Of the parents of those students in the vocational-technical 
field, 6l% had leas than nn elementary education or it was unknown; of 
the on-the-farm training or cents, 37# had less than an elementary edu¬ 
cation or it was unknown. In the 11th grade, V# of the parents com¬ 
pleted elementary school or less; in the 12th grade, 17.5 :; ' completed 
elementary school or less; in the freshman class, 10.6# completed ele¬ 
mentary school or less; and in the sophomore class, 11.7. completed 
elementary school or less, Thus, vve sec that the extent oi the educa¬ 
tion of the parents influenced the extent and type of education of 
their children. 

10. In agriculture, between lSh-O-kS* the population de¬ 

creased; farm ownership increased; and there was from a 13.9# decrease 
in the number of tenants in : e,vton county to a 3 1, - 7 ' decrease in Tie- 


shobs county. 

11, The value o' 1 agricultural products between 10*{.0-15 increased 
more than 100:' in nil five counties; from 113 ' in Newton county to 
l3l. f in y ins ton. In the last f n y hrs there has been a higher unit 
production in agriculture by the levelopmort and improvement of pro¬ 
duction methods and there has been a great increase in the number of 
live~tock, especially h^lry cows, be^f cattle, and poultry. 

12, from 1930 -I 7 the numot-r of business establishments showed an 
increase in all fi/e counties. There vns a low in one county (Leake) 
and a gain in all others in the tiu" r of production workers.

CONCLUSIONS 


1. We need to develop In the students end the community a higher 
level of living. 'Te think this can be done by having more people con¬ 
tinue in school to get them out of the- unskilled-labor and low-income 
groups. Of the Gl5 graduates in 19? 1.9-50 from the schools in this dis¬ 
trict, 56% did not continue in school. Since 5l% of those who con¬ 
tinued came to East Central Junior College, the best chance to get the 
group to secure more education is here. We need to make it more at¬ 
tractive for people to come to school here, so that they may improve 
their knowledges, skills, and level of living. 

2. We need a greater holding power for the students whom we get. 

3. Since this area Is losing population, East Central Junior 
College needs to make the best possible contribution to hold popula¬ 
tion in the area. To do this, we shall have to do our part to make 
agriculture more profitable; to do everything possible to help In at¬ 
tracting industry; and to train workers for industry in this area. 

)i. We need to serve more peonle than those who attend high 
school and-college, especially in the fields of adult education, voca¬ 
tional-technical training, agriculture, etc. 

5. Since the veteran enrollment is decreasing and the program 
will soon be discontinued, we need to apply our on-the-farm and voca¬ 
tional-technical programs to the needs of those in this district who 
need training In these fields. 

6. We need an intensive guidance program. 

7. We need more follow-up data on our students and graduates. 

8. We need to continue our college-preparatory program, 

9. 7e need continually to study the needs of the people of the 
district; to study the available resources; and to set up our program 
so that we may best help the people of the district to develop a 
higher level of living.

The population in the five counties has shown a sharp de¬ 
crease in the farm population, while the towns within the area have 
shown an increase. The farm population has increased in the number of 
farm owners and has decreased in the number of farm tenants. The value 
oi tne farm products sold has greatly increased with the greatest in¬ 
crease coming from chickens, dairying, livestock, and the intensive 
use oi' small farms. The average farm is sixty-six acres in this area. 

Sub-marginal land and mechanization, especially the tractor and 
electricity, have played an important part in the decrease of the farm 
population. With the decreased need for farm la nor, laborers have mi¬ 
grated into the towns in the area, to the urban centers of Mississippi, 
and other states where tney could find employment. .-.11 of the towns 

over 1,000 population nave shown an increase in population. Decatur's 
and Newton's increases are duo in part to the colleges which they have, 
as college students ware counted as a part of their population in the 
lPpO census. *,11, with one exception, have some kind of industry or 
will have one within the next year, and this has caused people to move 
Iron the farms into the towns.
